3. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Plenty of prior art devices utilize fuses in automobile systems, even those with 
seat belt warning systems as seen in King et al [U.S. 6,501 ,374]. However, there can 
be found no prior art device that incorporates a fuse circuit, an ignition circuit, a warning 
circuit for indicating the condition of a seatbelt, and a control circuit that controls 
operation of the ignition circuit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Barthel et al [U.S. 5,081,586] multiplexes accessories of a vehicle, such as 
windows and seats. 

Yano [U.S. 6,498,562] detects the engagement of a seat belt buckle. 
Sakamoto et al [U.S. 6,900,555] provides a power supply system for a vehicle.
